OBITUARY MR. LAWRENCE FLEMING 


Old Altona Resident 


arrived in Altona on 


At that time theré were only 
six houses in Altona, no trains 
or shops, the nearest being at 
Williamstown, 5 miles away. 
1915 saw’ the big military camp 
of Billy Hughes’ conscript 
army with the Fleming resi- 
dence inthe middle.

Explosives Road to be Closed? 


The Country Roads Board 


have informed Council that 


they should now assume their statutory responsibilities for 
the maintenance and improvement of Tauganina Ex- 
plosives Road (Merton Street) . 


For the past twenty-seven years 
tthe road has been progressively 
constructed and improved by the 
board, initially for the cartage of 
explosives from Deer Park to the. 
bulk storage: at Altona. 

The construction work and an- 
nual maintenance has been car- 
out without — contributions 
from the municipalities through 
which it passed—the Shires of 
Altona and Werribee, and City 
of Sunshine. 

The position, however, has 
changed as, except on a_ short 
length, explosives are no longer 
carried over the road south of the 
Princes Highway West.

Street. 

Mr. Fleming was an energetic 
worker for the Altona Com- 
munity Hospital and for his 
service was made a life mem- 
ber. He also was on the’ com- 
mittee of the horticulture 
society which ran for many 
years and had great success 
with the exhibits he put in the 
various shows. He won the 
blue ribbon in the Rose Show 
in Melbourne and Grand 
Champion Rose also 

Mr. Fleming took a keen in- 
terest in the youth of Altona 
and started the Racabite Lodge 
which ran for many years. He 
was a tireless worker for the 
Altona Baptist Church and 
had the joy of seeing one of his 
sons, Rev. T. G, Fleming join 
the ministry. Rev. T. G. Flem- 
ing is at present a Missionary 
to the Australian Natives at 
Yreadurma, 185 miles north- 
west of Alice Springs and has 
been there for 15 years. 

Mr. Fleming leaves four sons 
and two daughters and many 
monuments to his memory in 
Altona and his presence will 
be sadly missed by those who 
have had contact with him.

The Annual General Meeting of the Altona Life Saving 
Club was held in the Clubhouse on Tuesday 18 September, 


and was well attended. 


Among those present were Mr. 
E. A. Pleydell, secretary of the 
Royal Life Saving Society, Vic. 
toria Branch; thé President of the 
Altona Shire, Cr. A. Bond; Crs.’ V. 
Heam, S. Mcintosh and W. Lee; 
and Mr. E. Gillett, auditor. 
Prior to the meeting Messrs. 
T. Jobling and J,, Wall attended 
a Parks and Foreshore Committee 
meeting to discuss plans of the 
proposed extensions to the club- 
house presented by the Shire 
Architect. Mr. R. Warren 


The cltb president, Mr. J. 
Byrne, said he was distressed to 
open the meeting on a sad note. 
Club member Ray Kinniburgh, 
aged eleven, had passed away that 
morning after along iltss, and 
Mr. Byrne asked all present to 
stand in silence for a few moments 
in memory ‘of Ray. 


Reporting on the club’s progress 
over the past year, Mr. Byrne 
said the club had reached another 
milestone in it’s development as 
very shortly it was hoped that the 
extensions would be carried out. 
He paid tribute to the Shire 
Council, which had .been one 
hundred per cent behind the club, 
and without’ its support “the club 
would not have reached first 
base”. He thanked Cr. W. Lee, 
council representative on the Exe- 
cutive Committee, for his advice 
and guidance during the past year. 
The club had also been more for- 
tunate than usual with donations 
this year, and, said Mr. Byrne, 
“They could not have come at a 
better time.”

COMMUNITY OWES DEBT 
TO LIFE SAVERS. 


Mr. Pleydell said that despite 
his many commitments he appre- 
ciated being invited to the meet- 
ing. He congratulated the club on! 
its progress and asked the Coun. 
cillors present if they realized 
how much the life savers had put 
Altona on the map and what they 
meant to the future City of Al- 
tona: He did not feel the club 
owed anything to the Council, in 
fact, it was the reverse. Life 
saving in Australia was completely 
voluntary, the only paid people in 
Victoria were the three girl clerks 
in the City office. 








This was not so in other coun- 
tries. The lowest paid lifeguard 
in the U.S.A. drew £300 a month’ 
in wages. During his world tour 
last year he visited a clubhouse ! 
which had cost $700,000 (approx. ' 
£312,000), ,While the clubhouses 
were elaborate and the life savers 
paid, the efficiency was not as 
good .as Australia’s Life savers 
were taken for granted; in fact, a 
few years ago, some Councils con- 
sidered them a nuisance.

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Report on Noise Nuisance Central Altona 1962 Premiers 


At the last Council meeting Mr. Melfors, Health 
Inspector, in his report on the noise nuisance said he 


had spent a considerable 


time conferring with the 


managements of the Companies in the Petro-Chemical 


Complex. 


They have instituted a serics of 
checks by operating’ staff, especi- 
ally at night. The staff log any 
unusual noise, not only in their 
own factory, but the next one, 
too. 

Commenting on this, Cr. V. Me- 
Jntosh did not think the staff 
check on noise would be reliable 
as people who work with noise 
do not tend to notice it. He would 
tather have outside people report 
to the companies concerned. 


Mr. Mellors agreed the work- 
ers may not notice usual noises, 
but said they would notice the 
unusual, and the firms do go out 
and interview any complainants. 

Mr. Mellors believes individuals 
are sincere in their complaints, 
but after comparing dates of com- 
plaints with meteorological re- 
ports on wind speed and direc- 
tion from Laverton Air Base for 
the months of July and August, 
there was no basis for complain- 
ants’ statements that the noise 
was worse during northerly winds. 

To Cr. V, Hearne’s question as 
to how many times in August the 


* wind blew from a northerly direc. 


tion, Mr. Mellors replied thirteen 
of the thirty-one days. 

Querying the result of a sur. 
vey by the Clean Air People who 
reported, we are 2 comparatively 
clean shire, Cr. V. McIntosh 
asked was the clean air survey 
of the whole shire. 


Mr. Mellors said reading were 
taken from deposit gauges at the 
Shire Office and Altona North 
Technical School, and added he 
was pressing for new gauges all 
the time. 

Prior to the meeting a gallery 
member asked Cr. V. McIntosh to 
mention that he had been unable 
to sleep for the past five nights 
due to high-pressure steam being 
let off. Also smoke was being 
emitted at night instead of day- 
time now. . 


Mr. Mellors was not aware of 
steam noises, but as safety valves 
must blow at times, nothing much 
could be ‘done about it. 

With regard to smoke, a shut- 
down was due in one of the fac- 
tories and would necessitate a 
certain amount of flaring off, so 
Mr, Mellors hopes the people will 
take a reasonable view. 

Cr. W. G, Cresser complained 
of compressor noise at night. Mr. 
Mellors replied that they were 
surrounded by factories with 
heavy compressors, and asked Cr, 
W. G. Cresser to keep a log of 
the noise. 

Mr, Mellors concluded by say- 
ing the Health Department has no 
record of action being taken under 
the Health Act re noise. 


The ‘President, Cr. A. W. Bond, 
thanked ‘the Health Officer for 
his concise report. 

Cr. G. Den’ Dulk considered 
Mr. Mellors’ information helpful, 
but suggested they go into the 
noise problem further. He moved 
a motion to write a letter to each 
of the Petro-Chemical Complex 
Companies stating they are still 
not too happy over steps taken 
to reduce the noise nuisance, and 
complaints are still being received 
by Council.

The following article has been contributed by the Central Exe- 
cutive of the Australian Labor Party: 


DECENTRALISATION A “MYTH” 


Mr. ‘Bolte's oft-repeated support for decentralisation is 
purely a myth. The latest blow to decentralised indus- 
tries is the flooding of country towns with bread manu- 
factured in the metropofitan area. This bread, by many 
devious ways, is being sold in country towns as far away 
from Melbourne as Colac, which is approximately 100 














miles from the point of manufacture.

Many municipal Councils are 
deeply concerned with this 
problem because they are aware 
of the fact that each additional 
unemployed person in their 
area is a severe blow to the 
whole community.

We, the Altona branch of 
The Australian Labour Party 
are most concerned by the lack 
of police in the Shire, especially 
in Altona North. We believe 
the Government has failed the 
people of Altona by its indiff- 
erence to the lack of police 
facilities in the Shire. Land 
has been purchased by the 
authorities for the erection of 
@ police station in North Altona 
when it becomes necessary. But 
the question is when. will the 
present Government think it 
necessary? We consider the 
time is now! Any delay only 
means the worsening of the 
position. At the time the land 
was purchased for the police 
station land was available 
which was ideally. suited for a 
Court House, but with the typi- 
cal bungling inefficiency of the 
Bolte Government it was 
claimed there was no money 
available to pay for it. When 
the time arrives for the estab- 
lishment of a court in Altona, 
if the present Government is 
still in power, court will be held 
in a hall or some equally un- 
worthy place. The present 
station is seriously understaffed, 
if one of the officers becomes 
ill or goes on leave there is 
little or no provision for re- 
placement. The Shire of Al- 
tona. is 13 sq. miles in area and 
it is farcical to expect the 
present number of men, one 
senior and three constables to 
effectively patrol this area. The 
Kingsville police station helps} 
in the northern areas but their 
own staff is almost as limited 


and five constables. The lack 
of police is shown by the in- 
creased lawlessness in the 
shire, in the area served there 
are fourteen schools, and few 
if any have an officer in atten- 
dance at the time the crossings 
are being used by our children. 
Even though they are so far 
under the numbers required to 
effectively police the Shire and 





must struggle under a burden 
of paper work in a job that is 
poorly rewarded, unappreciated, 
they must be always on hand 
to help in any emergency that 
may arise. Recently a police 
officer was badly woundd while 
carrying out his duty, in the 
past men have been killed, if 
the present situation continues 
there may well be more kill- 
ings or woundings. We all pay 
our taxes and we should get the 
protection we pay for. The 
Government can allot £400,000 
for the repair of the King 
Street Bridge but it cannot 
afford to protect our life and 
property. We, the people as a 
whole must demand an increase 
in the numbers of police 
stationed in our Shire or there 
will be an increase in the num- 
ber of acts of vandalism, as- 
saults, thefts, etc, and the 
number of these is already far 
too high.

Because of this addiction to be- 
tween-meal snacks, often unsuper- 
vised and sometimes poorly 
chosen from the standpoint of 
nutrition, it is necessary that the 
three regular meals of the day 
supply not only quantity but 
quality as well. 


meat, eggs, cheese, fish, fruits and 
vegetables, and -quantities of 
energy foods, such as whole- 
grain cereals, dried fruits, nuts, 
etc, 


Balancing the budget: 

Such huge appetites, made even 
larger by such strenuous activi- 
ties. as football, athletics, tennis 
and swimming, need not be as 
budget-breaking as they appear.
